A musical strain with variations play­ 
ing about a motive th a t constantly re­ 
curs has a charm th a t never w ears out.

A book fell into my hands 
not long ago, w ritten iii u style that 
defied criticism.

T here m ust bt* a motive, 
or the music will be an empty sound. 
l f we A m erican wom en w a n t to learn 
the inner sw eetness of a life of brave 
simplicity we m ust have the spirit th cro­ 
ft I of in our hearts.

a m a tte r so much of dress and condi­ 
tion. so much of show or the lack of it, 
of riding in a carriage or walking afoot, 
as of discrim ination and deciding upon 
values.

Press. 
Tin* race in question consists of about 
20,<hX) blacks, living at a place called 
Debit. 
The customs of th e race are most 
curious. 
The imm igration policy is more 
d f^ -Hn* ti I,m rh at of “ W hite A iisrralia.” 
for all strangers have either to become 
full m em bers of th** tribe or he eaten. 
W hen dealing with Mr. Brownley, bow­ 
er* r. the difficulty was got over by m ak­ 
ing him a father of th** tribe. 
Iii 
describing his ad v e n tu re s among 
them , Mr. Brownley said t h a t each tribe 
ami each family had its ow n land, and 
no portion was allowed to go out of its 
p o s s e s s io n except as a loan, for a sea­ 
so n 's crofts. T he men 
m arried out of 
their own tribe, and on t hoir death their 
lam! became th** property of their sisters’ 
children, and so it w as handed down 
11 "in generation to generation within the 
tribe. 
W om en have great influence in the af­ 
fairs of th** tribe, and th eir duties are 
quite distinct from those of th** men. 
Tile men clear the bush and dig the 
ground, then the women p rep are it and 
plant yam s, the crop being theirs, 
lf a 
man w anted any yam s he had to ask for 
them* 
T h e banana [latch, however, was 
lbs ow n property. 
W ives w ere obtained 
by purchase, 
lf a man paid well for his 
wife be coil’d thrash lier occasionally, 
but she could leave him if -he did not 
like it ami go back to lier own village, 
w here she still had ii home. 
Iii tin* religion o f th** people there was 
som ething of a most rn I w orship. 
A de­ 
ceased relatives was regarded as sacred, 
and his name must not be mentioned on 
pain of death, 
An exception was made 
in the ease of any on** being ill and given 
up by the medicine men. 
T h e latter 
might then call upon the n am e of an an­ 
cestor. invoking him to b ring bark the 
spirit of the dying man. 
All the others 
went to the lower regions. 
T h ey believe 
in a being who created them , but left 
them alone afterw ard.

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COMFORTS OF A SNOW HOUSI, 


Snug and 
Warm 
and 
Impervious to 
Howling Blizzard. 


The experience of those Who tent in 
the arctic during 
the 
colder winter 
months is to be summarized about as 
follows: 
When the tent has been pitched the 
temperature within it is some fifteen or 
twenty degrees higher than outside, or 
thirty degrees if it is fifty degrees in the 
open; one is damp and warm from the 
Strenuous exercise of the day, but soon 
becomes cold, and shivers; one crawls 
into his sleeping bag and makes entries 
in the diary clumsily with one’s mittens 
on; the heat from one's body forms hoar 
frost on everything in the tent, and con­ 
geals in the sleeping hag. so that it be­ 
comes stiff and heavy with ice during 
the 
day’s 
travel when it freezes, and 
soaking "wet when one gets into it at 
night and thaws it out; this in turn wets 
one’s clothing and the trousers and coat 
freeze 
stiff 
as sole-leather 
when one 
breaks camp in the morning; the twenty- 
four hours are a round of wretchedness, 
a nd the ice-crusted tent and le v sleeping 
bags become a heavy load for the sled. 
When 
» ne 
follows Eskimo 
methods 
the conditions are markedly different. 
On any treeless open (unless it be per­ 
haps during the first mont hof winter), 
an area of compactly drifted snow is 
easily found; the snow knives (of bone 
or iron, according to circumstances) are 
brought out and the surface of the drift 
is divided into blocks of domino shape, 
say fourteen by thirty inches and four 
inches thick: these are then placed on 
edge and end to end in a eirele the size 
of the desired ground area of tlie dorne- 
ahaped hut; then, ou the principles of 
architecture 
that 
apply 
to 
domes, 
whether made of stone or snow, the bee­ 
hive house is completed. Two men can in 
an hour build a house large enough for 
eight to sleep in. 
When the house is 
completed a doorway is cut in its side 
near the ground, skins art* spread over 
the floor, one brushes himself as clear 
o f snow as possible and crawls inside. 
The oil lamps are then lit, and the house 
is soon brought to a temperature consid­ 
erably above the freezing 
point; 
for 
«now is one of the best known non-con­ 
ductors of heat, and the intense cold of 
the outside penetrates the walls only to 
a 
ver.\ 
slight 
degree. 
But when 
the 
house gets warm the inner side of the 
enow begins 
to thaw, and 
the water 
formed is sucked up into the snow blot­ 
ter fashion; when this water penetrates 
far enough into the snow to meet the 
cold 
from

snow-bank. 1 longed for a dressing gown 
and slippers, but one cannot burden bis 
sled with such luxuries. 
There was no 
cold to make the hands numb in writing 
the diary, no frost to congeal on the bed* 
clotliiug and make them wet, none of 
the night’s discomforts and the morrow’s 
forebodings, that have been the stock iu 
trade of the 
makers of arctic 
books. 
And when we broke camp in the morn­ 
ing we did not burden the sled with an 
ice-stiffened, 
hundred-pound 
tent, 
but 
stuck in our belt 
the ten-ouuce snow- 
knife onr potential roof for the coming 
night.—V.

FARM AND HOME. 


Cucumbers. 
To grow 
cucumbers 
to 
perfection 
plenty of licit, light and moisture is re­ 
quired. 
They will thrive in any good 
soil not too heavy or sandy. 
Seed may 
be sown as soon as the danger of frost 
is past. 
Six or eight seed should lie 
planted in each hill, the hills being about 
six feet apart each way 
In the early spring seed may be sow'n 
in hills which are protected by glass- 
covered frames. 
When the plants have 
grown to about four inches in height, 
and there seems to be little danger of 
them being injured by ‘n -ects or other 
causes, they should be thinned out to 
al»out three plants in a hill. 
Frequent cultivation is needed until 
the vines begin to run freely. 
As cu­ 
cumbers are subject to several diseases 
the old vines should be 
destroyed 
or 
cleared aw ay 
in the autumn and the 
crop should not he p la n t-1 tw o years in 
succession on the same Lnd. 
The worst 
feature of cucumber culture is the in­ 
sect pests, but these may be controlled 
by dusting with dry insecticides or even 
with bone dust.

The secret of a successful vegetable 
garden is to keep the ground occupied 
with a crop. 
As soon as one crop is 
harvested 
start another. 
Plan succes- | 
sice planting of the 
vegetables 
that 
grow' quickly so that they may l>e en ­ 
joyed fresh throughout the summer. 
l>*8sons learned thin year should be 
treasured for next spring. 
It will often 
Ik* found that soil must be prepared in 
a special manner for the best success 
with some crops. 
Stiff clay soils must 
be plowed or spaded thoroughly and this 
should be done in the fall in those locali­ 
ties where the ground freezes as the 
thaw and freezing help to break up the 
soil in fine particles. 
In places where 
a rich and sandy soil is found and no 
freezing takes place, plowing m ay be 
done in the spring. 
The ground must be thoroughly fer­ 
tilized each season and the best fertilizer 
is well rotted barnyard manure which 
should not contain shavings or sawdust. 
Chicken, pigeon and sheep manure are 
also good fertilizers. 
Too little atten ­ 
tion to water is given by many garden­ 
ers. 
Considerable expense in providing 
irrigation means is warranted. 
It will 
he found wise to start many seed in­ 
doors in the spring. 
They may be plant­ 
ed in window* boxes, sown in rows with 
each row labeled. 
Plants started in the 
house or in hotbeds tnust be hardened 
off before transplanting 
to 
the open 
ground.

Rhubarb. 
It is now time to make planting plans 
for the fall and winter. 
If you have a 
cellar w'ith a 
dirt 
floor, 
and 
have 
rhubarb plants which have supplied you 
in the spring, here is a plan by which 
they can be made to furnish a crop of 
tender shoots in the winter, when the 
pie> and sauce are moat welcome. 
Rapid growth is essential 
to 
insure 
tenderness o f 
the rhubarb. 
The very 
best can be raised in the winter, a warm 
cellar being the only requisite for forc­ 
ing it. 
I he roots of the plants should 
be dug up late in this fall with large 
j quantities of dirt adhering 
to 
them. 
These chunks of earth containing the 
i roots may l>e piled up outdoors until 
midwinter when they should be carried 
into the cellar and placed in a bed pre­ 
pared in the earthen floor. 
The chunks 
of earth should ba laid close together 
in rich, m oist earth, and covered to a i 
depth of four to six inches. 
Growth soon commences. 
Light is not I 
a requisite. 
In a short time the rhu- 1 
barb wi 1 be ready for tin* table. 
The 
shoots will be almost colorless and re­ 
markably tender and palatable. 
A very 
small bed containing only half a dozen 
well developed hills will be sufficient to 
supply 
a 
family 
for 
several 
weeks. 
Roots send up a large number of shoots 
and exhaust themselves in about four 
weeks. 
For an additional supply roots 
should be planted at intervals of two 
or three weeks. 


proper precautions are not +aken, says 
a writer in the Rural New Yorker. The 
habitual method by many farmer» of 
turning under a heavy tough soil with 
more or less top growth, and turning the 
furrows completely over is one of the 
worst practices anyone can follow. 
The 
method places the stubble and glass in 
such a position that it cuts 
off 
soil 
moisture from below. 
The furrow soon 
dries out and the crop suffers. Were I 
in the positi<»i of 
the 
inquirer, and 
wanted to plant a small area to tomatoes 
on ground yet to be plowed, I would 
plaw* it with a jointer on the plow’, set 
just low' enough so it would work freely; 
that is, from D/2 to 2 inches, lap each 
furrow on its neighbor like the weather­ 
boards on a house. 
As soon as plowed 
put on a disk or cutaway harrow’ and 
cut this sod until it fairly pulverizes, 
then roll with heavy roller. 
This is to make a union at bottom of 
furrow slice, so the soil water may come 
up into the plowed surface. 
After thor­ 
ough rolling recut with disk or cutaway 
and smoothing harrow. 
1 believe this 
to be the most 
rational 
method for 
summer crops on spring plowed sod. 
If 
soil is fairly light in character, I like 
to broadcast the manure and plow' it 
under. 
This gives feeding for the plants 
at all stages of grow'th. 
On a good sod 
this is out of the question; neither do I 
believe it necessary, particularly if that 
sod has tome clover in it. 
The clover 
would furnish all the nitrogen necessary 
TH the seasonT^and That is about 
what the manure would do. 
If soil was 
of a heavy nature 1 would prefer what 
manure I used in the hill; this should 
be well rotted and fine. 
In this case as well as m any others 
wo are short on our mineral fertilizers; 
hence we want a fertilizer high in pot­ 
ash and phosphoric acid, particularly the 
latter. 
In m y own operations 
1 use 
acid phosphate three parts, potash one 
part, mixed together and broadcast be­ 
fore 
harrowing. 
Where 
this 
unmixed 
material is not to he had there is noth­ 
ing much better than a fertilizer unalyz 
ing 4-10-10. 
This mixture to be at its 
best should be derived from high-grade 
materials. 
Tlie nitrogen should come 
from nitrate of soda, ammonia salts and 
fine ground fish or high-grade tankage, 
less of the organic forms than either of 
the other two, because at the time the 
fi-h or tankage would be giving up its 
nitrogen that plowed-unrier sod would 
also be available in a sufficient degree 
to meet the needs of the p’ant. 
The 
phosphoric acid can come from 
acid 
phosphate 
and 
fine ground bone, the 
greater amount from 
acid 
phosphate; 
potash from muriate. 
In 
applying 
a 
ready-mixed 
fertilizer 
of 
the 
above 
analysis if used in addition to stable 
manure I would recommend 
on 
good 
»oils 400 pounds an acre and more w here 
ground 
is poor, half in the hill, half 
broadcast. 
If fertilizers arc used with­ 
out 
manure, add at h a st one-third to 
the above amount.

Sweet 
The sweet potato 
more nourishing than the Irish 
and out\ ields the latter w’ith but little 
more care. 
No bugs bother the vines. 
In southern stages it is a staple and in 
the northern s t a t e * it should be. 
Good garden soil, not over rich and a 
trifle sandy, makes the ideal spot for 
the plants. 
Prepare the ground 
November for the spring 
of 
1909 by 
plowing it deep; in the spring as soon 
as the frost is out of the ground and 
the latter is dry it should be thoroughly 
harrowed. 
While it is customary to ridge the 
ground and plant in the ridges many 
successful growers plant on the level. 
Set the plants in rows 3% feet apart 
and about 15 inches apart in the rows, 
using a little water with each plant if 
the soil is dry. 
If the ground has lie 
come compact from 
fore planting time it ahould be plowed 
agaiu. 
Hie best tim. to get out plants 
is on a rainy day or just before a rain. 
Young p!ants can be bought from deal­ 
ers at moderate prices. 
They should Ik* 
to 4 inches long, wsth good roots 
and few leaves. 
The season has a great 
deal 
to do 
wilh the quality of the crop. 
In ex- 
liemely wet weather the quality is not 
as good as when rams are less frequent 
and not heavy. 
The Y ellow Jersey is the standard va­ 
riety for the main crop. 
The Red Jer­ 
sey is equally good, but the color is not 
,so popular. 
I ha Early Florida is ex­ 
cellent for an early crop for home use. 
In a good season specimens of three to 
four pounds are common. 


Stacking Hay Out Doors. 
In »«»«sons of a big hay crop it 
comes necessary often to stack hay 
of doors. 
There is alw ays a loss, 
this cannot be avoided. 
The question 
to be considered is how can I stack it so 
as to lose the least? 
Fiist, make a good 
bottom, for often nearly as much is lost 
| from moisture working up 
as 
down. 
Rails or brush make 
a 
good bottom 
j where they 
arc plenty; 
but 
often we 
have neither and then w’e can make just 
as good a bottom by backsetting a few 
furrows. 
Put the plow 
in 
deep and 
¡ plow* a space as w'ide as the stack. 
Do 
; this work far enough in advance of the 
i stacking so it will dry off and out nice- 
j ly and then stack right 
on 
it. 
The 
ground will lie up loose and the subsoil 
moisture will not draw up through and 
j the furrows last plowed 
will 
act 
as 
■ drains to carry the water away. 
'1 he 
loose dirt around the stack will get trod 
down and then your stack wiII stand 
I on a honeycomb loose and high while all 
around the ground will be packed and 
much lower for the water to run away. 
If the weather is good I like to let at 
least one or two days pass before fin­ 
ishing the top of the stack. 
If the stack 
gets somewhat settled 
it will 
top up 
better and settle straighter. 
It will pay 
to pu* a cover of wild hay on top, let­ 
ting it reach well down on sides even 
if you have to haul it some distance 
In building a hay stack set it north and 
south if possible and in a place where it 
can get the sun and air. 
I have been 
told that two or three strips of tarred 
paper will assist largely' in protecting 
1 he top of a stack, but have never tried 
it. 
It should be put On just before the 
top is finished to hold it down and keep 
the wind from tearing it.—Northwestern 
Agriculturist.

Pasturing June Clover. 
Clover seed has ruled very high for 
several years and many are anxious to 
next | grow seed that do not need the hay that 
the first crop produces. 
Others would 
like to pasture as long as advisable in 
the spring before letting it shoot up 
for the seed crop. 
The first crop rarely 
bears seed. 
The second crop must get 
an early start, however, to get a good 
seed crop. 
Where one can use the pas­ 
ture it will do to pasture until June 10. 
Better then run the mcwer over and 
even up the field as the stock will not 
eat it alike in all places. 
It is not well 
to pasture too heavily, especially if the 
successive rains be- ‘ weather is wet so the stock would tramp 
! up the ground. 
If the pasture is not 
needed and the hay is not desired, run 
the mower over not later than the first 
days of June and let the clippings drop 
back for mulch which will insure a good 
second growth. 
It looks like 
a 
waste 
and 
indeed 
would lie. could the hay be 
put 
to 
good use on the farm, but it is better 
than selling the hay off the farm at 
a cheap price. 
It is rarely that a good 
seed crop is harvested if the first crop 
is not cut in good season. 
This is why 
simply clipping it off and letting it fail 
hack nearly aiw'ays insures a seed crop. 
The second crop gets at least tw o weeks 
earlier start 
than where it is 
mowed 
for hay. 
At 
present prices of 
seed, a 
clover seed crop is a much better money 
crop than any 
grain 
crop. 
Farmers 
generally are just beginning to 
realize 
what clover will do tow'ard keeping up 
the fertility of their soils and there win 
be a much greater acreage sown from 
iliis on. 
There are many sections where 
clover rarely 
fills for 
seed. 
This is 
what keeps the price of seed up and it 
stands one in hand that lives in a seed 
country to make the most of his op­ 
portunities ami secure a seed crop if 
possible.- Northwestern 
Agriculturist.

HE DID NOT MAKE A FORTUNE. 


Tidings of the death of ’’Blind Tom ” 
a t Hoboken, ‘‘where be had been living 
in retirement,” the wires tell us, ‘‘and 
subsisting on charity,” reach at least oue 
heart that loved and pitied him, 
and 
summon from the land of shades aud 
dreams many a ghost of days and dear 
ones long since departed. I must be his 
oldest living friend, says Henry W atter­ 
son, in his Louisville Courier-Journal. 
— Ii harlot true, as I have sometimes seen 
It stated, that I taught him what little 
he knew of music; but I was in at the 
outset of his strange career and am 
familiar with all its beginnings. 
I first heard of him through Robert 
Heller—William 
Henry 
Palm er—best 
known in his day as a popular magician, 
but a most accompli stied pianist. It was 
at W ashington and in the autum n of 
18<K). 
Palm er had just come 
up with 
“ Blind Tom ” in Louisville, I think, aud 
had been, of course, and at once per­ 
plexed and amazed by his extraordinary 
characteristics. 
His crude, often 
gro­ 
tesque, attem pts to imitate whatever fell 
upon his ear, either vocally, or on the 
keyboard, were startling. 
He had heard 
Judge Douglas sjieak and graphically re­ 
produced a few sentences. He had heard 
a reigning prima douna sing aud repeat­ 
ed her soprano in a few lairs. 
The 
Bethune girls, daughters of Gen. 
Be­ 
thune of Columbus, Ga., his old master, 
had taught him a few jingles, which he 
rattled off upon the piano. 
He knew 
nothing very complicated, or very well. 
But he was blind and clearly an idiot; 
in short, he was a prodigy. 
Palmer gave him several “lessons”— 
that is, lie played over and over for him 
such pieces as Thalberg’s “ Home, Sweet 
Home,” Mendelssohn’s 
“ Spring 
Song” 
aud the salient passages out of some of 
I.izt’s transcriptions. Excepting a few 
additional “lessons” of this 
kind 
had 
later along from Eugene Baylor, who 
taught ^ him 
his 
famous 
“Margrave 
Danse,” Tom made little further prog­ 
ress and learned nothing new’. 
Would Spin Around Piano. 
Ile would spin about the piano, like a 
baboon, 
mumbling 
to 
himself 
whilst 
Palm er or Baylor played, and if they 
stopped be would rush headlong to the 
instrument and try to follow after them 
precisely us t hey had phrased. Tw o or 
three of such 
“lessons” 
sufficed, 
and 
though he learned nothing accurately, nor 
played with any other expression than 
they had rendered, w’hat lie did was 
surprising, even to those who knew the 
process and the limitation. 
The notion that the Bethunes had a 
gold mine in his performances was not 
true. 
They made at the height of his 
popularity hardly much more than a liv­ 
ing, aud I suppose that eventually tins 
failed them. 
They must be all of them 
dead now. 
How Tom came to five iu 
want at Hoboken, just how lie was sepa­ 
rated from his old friends, aud bow be 
dropped out of public notice I cannot 
say. 
His motlier was alive as late as 
the e a r l y ’His, but I doubt if she or any 
of th e ,Bethune family survive. 
The last time I saw Blind Tom was 
in london, away back in INGO. 
Gen. 
Pinkney Howard and one of the Bethune 
boys bail brought him over. 
It bad 
been then nearly three years since I bad 
been with him in Atlanta. 
From the be­ 
ginning of our intimacy Tom bad been 
greatly impressed that, with a maimed 
hand, I could still strike a few chords 
and run an octave on the keyboard. 
To 
his poor, half-hit mind it seemed a mir­ 
acle. 
Upon a Sunday afternoon I came 
into the little hall on or near Leicester 
square, where Tom was to appear. 
H e 
was back of the scenes spinning as usual 
hand over heel, aud mumbling to him­ 
self. 
As we came upon the stage Gem 
Howard said. “Let us see whether he 
knows you.” 
I called him. 
He slow ly 
uncoiled himself and listened. 
I called 
him again. 
Ile stood irresolute, then ran 
across the bourds, seized my hand, as­ 
sured himself of the withered stump aud 
joyously called my name. 
Im itated the Children. 
W hat was it? 
Memory? 
Yes. It was 
memory without doubt; but what else? 
\V hence the hand power that enabled 
him to manipulate the keys, the vocal 
power tlmt enabled him to imitate the 
voice? 
When he was a tot of four or five 
years old he strayed from 
the negro 
cabin into the parlor of the mansion and 
hid himself whilst the children were hav­ 
ing a concert. 
When they had gone, 
leaving the room, as th°y 
supposed, 
quite empty, they heard the piano tinkle. 
They 
ran 
back, aud 
the re, to their 
amazement, sat the chubby little black 
monkey on the stool, banging away for 
dear life, yet uot without sequence and 
rhythm, trying to repeat what they had 
just been singing and playing. 
From 
that time onward he was the pet of the 
family. 
Like a Well Loved Mastiff. 
I cannot trust myself to write of him 
as I feel. 
It is as if some trusty, well 
loved 
mastiff—mute 
but 
affectionate— 
closely associated 
with the 
dead and 
goue—had been suddenly recalled to be 
as suddenly taken away. 
The wires 
that flash his death lighten r picture gal­ 
lery for me of the old. familiar faces. 
W hat was he? Whence came he? W as 
he the prince of the fairy talc held by 
the wicked enchantress; nor any beauty 
—not even the heaven born maid of mel­ 
ody—to release him I 
Blinu, deformed, 
and black—as black even as Erebus— 
idiocy, the idiocy of a mysterious, per- 
f tual frenzy, the sole t* mpanion of his 
waking visions and his dreams—whence 
came he, and was he, and wherefore? 
T hat there was a soul there, be sure, 
imprisoned, chained, iii that little black 
bosom, releaseu at last; go

gels, not to imitate the seraph songs of 
heaven, but to join the choir invisible 
forever aud forever.

NOVEL TUNNEL PROPOSED. 


Germans Seeking a Means to Fight Sand 
Dunes in Southwest Africa. 
The Germans are in a dilemma over 
the railroad they are building in their 
colony of Southwest Africa to connect 
Luderitz bay on the Atlantic with Beth- 
anien, more than a hundred miles inland. 
They have not yet discovered how to 
circumvent the moving sand dunes that 
have covered the track many feet deep 
only about fifteen miles from the coast. 
Moving dunes are a common desert 
phenomena. They are found in the Colo- 
lado desert, in the Sahara and in the 
Gobi wastes of Asia. Their action is like 
the waves of the sea. 
The sand piles 
p"iuto long high ridges, gradually top­ 
ples over on the leeward side and thus 
the w’hole sand wave slowly moves along 
and is soon replaced by those that are 
following behind it. 
The moving sand hills near Luderitz 
bay extend over an area only about five 
miles wide. 
The 
problem 
before the 
Germans is bow’ to extend the track 
across this narrow belt and keep it in 
working order. 
These long ridges of 
sand are formed and moved by persist­ 
ent southwest 
winds 
during half the 
year, and the railroad business will be 
paralyzed unless some means is found 
of overcoming them. 
Several w ays have been suggested for 
meeting 
the 
difficulty. 
Months 
were 
spent in building high w’alls of sandbags 
arid stone so as to break the line of ad­ 
vance of these sand hills in the hope 
that a way might be kept clear for the 
roadbed. 
The hope was in vain. 
The advancing hills, thirty to fifty 
feet in height, are not retarded for a 
moment 
by 
such 
puny 
obstructions. 
They simply move up to the opposing 
w’all, shower sand noon it from their 
tops, bury ii out of sight and move 
over the other side to pursue their wray. 
It has also been proposed to excavate 
the sand that has tilled one of the nar­ 
row valleys extending across the bolt, 
build an unbreakable roof over this de­ 
pression and thus maintain a permanent 
roadway. 
Objections have been raised 
ta this plan and <t has uot yet been 
tested. 
Another scheme is 
to use the six 
months when there is little or no wind to 
fertilize the land crossed by the dunes 
with 
manure 
from 
the native 
cattle 
kraals 
and plant all 
sorts 
of 
desert 
shrubs 
and sow the 
seeds of 
desert 
grasses in the hope to fix the sandy sur­ 
face so completely that dunes cannot 
form on it. 
T he success of this plan is 
regarded as highly problematical and it 
will probably be left as a last resort if 
all other measures fail. 
Another plan wdiieh is meeting with 
much favor among engineers is to con­ 
struct across the belt a large steel tun­ 
nel. Trains would enter the tunnel just 
before 
they reach the 
dune region aud 
emerge from it after passing all the ob­ 
structions. 
T he sand 
might 
pile 
up 
above the tunnel as it pleased, but the 
running of trains would not be affected. 
The problem the Germans are consid­ 
ering has not been met before in rail­ 
road construction. 
It is very different 
from the problem that confronted the 
builders of the transcaspian 
railroad, 
w’lio had to deal not with mountains of 
sand burying tho surface from forty to 
fifty fe**t under them, but merely w’ith 
tile neighboring sands blowing on the 
track aud covering it to a depth of tw’o 
or three feet. 
The trouble was obviated 
by planting desert 
shrubs 
along 
the 
roadway 
and 
the 
sand 
that 
leaks 
through the m ass of vegetation is dis­ 
posed of by gangs of shovelers.-New 
York Sun. 


Designing a Planting Scheme for Next 
Year. 
As your shrubs, perennials and an­ 
nuals blossom this 
summer, 
planting 
plaus for next year may best be devised. 
When the flowers are in bloom their ef­ 
fect may be noted, arid the change to 
bo wrought by new plants may be ac­ 
curately calculated. That is the tim e to 
get out note book and catalogue, figure 
out what your flow’er beds and shrub­ 
bery borders lack, anti decide what may 
best supply that lack. 
If a pink flowering shrub is needed at 
a certain point, make a note of it in your 
lK>ok; better still, stick up a little stake 
in the exact spot where the shrub w’ould 
look best, marking on the 
stake 
the 
specifications—whether the plant should 
be tall or low growing, the season of 
flowering, etc. 
Then when you order 
your shrubbery for fall planting, your 
nurseryman can till your specifications 
and when the plant comes 
you 
will 
know the exact place to plant it. 
In grouping your plants, take pains to 
make them fit in with the neighboring 
architecture. 
The texture of the foliage, 
the color of the flowers, season of bloom 
and the rapidity of growth should all 
lie considered carefully. 
Do not plant 
shrubs so close together when they are 
young that when they 
attain 
a 
few 
years’ growth they will be crowded.

enough poisons in our alimentary canal 
to kill us before the day is over, were it 
not that these poisons are neutralized by 
the liver and other organs before they

13,000,000 of Them. 
T he dead letter offic** is trying to ad­ 
minister an ounce of prevention to the 
postal service by enclosing some printed 
advice with all letters which it returns. 
The advice is on a slip of paper about 
th** size of an ordinary envel<q*e.-t)n one 
**nd «>f this slip is printed: “ Follow these 
instructions and your letter will not go 
astray,” 
Below’ 
this 
heading 
are five 
paragraphs: 
I s** ink in addressing letters or other mall 
ma t t**r. 
Writ** plainly tin* name of the person ad­ 
dressed, street aud number, post office and 
state. 
Place your name and address In the upper 
left hand corner of the envelope. 
Follow th** model form shown In the dia­ 
gram, aud lf the letter is not delivered It 
wit! ho returned to you 
More than 1.1,000OHO pieces of mall matter 
were sent. to the division of dead letters last 
year. a large proportion of which could not 
la* delivered because of carelessness in writ­ 
ing addresses. 
The model form mentioned is a far 
simile of the face of an addressed en­ 
velope, with the stamp indicated, the 
return address and the sending address, 
which happens to Im*:

T h at this form should be recommended 
is somewhat surprising. 
It seems as if 
the placing of the names of both town 
and state oil one lim* would not bt* nearly 
so clear to the rupid glance of the mail 
clerk as to give **nch a separate line. In 
the hundreds of cases where the name of 
a town is one winch is reprated In sev­ 
eral states it would be a distinct disad­ 
vantage to have the two so close together. 
At least it seems so to the average per­ 
son. 
Perhaps tho dead letter office itself has 
two opinions in the matter. It looks like 
it when one finds on its own envelopes 
that it does not follow its own model 
form, but puts the name of the state on 
a separate fourth line.
